When I first read about the proposed yearly fee for one of these "vanity" 
calls, it didn't like it, but the more I think about it, it might not be 
so bad. 


I might help prevent someone from "claiming" a prime callsign and then 
never using it. If he knows he has to pay a yearly fee he might be more 
inclined to use it - i.e. get on the air. 


It just brings up the question of how do you impose a yearly fee on 

a license with a 10 year term? What happens if the person does not 
"renew" his "vanity call"? One solution might be when someone gets one 
of these "vanity calls" he would also keep his present call and could 
use either one. If he doesn't renew the "vanity call" then he would 
loose it and it would be re-assigned after a suitable delay. 


I just hope if they ever do implement a "pick your own callsign" program, 
I would like to see some kind of restrictions placed on who can get what 
type of call and not just let anyone get any call they want.

I received a similar letter from Mr. Sumner. What he said doesn't 
necessarily contradict what the gentleman from LARC said. 


If I were LARC, I'd take Mr. Sumner up on his offer. LARC could compromise 
slightly on their principles and get the ad published and the lawsuit over 
with, and that wouldn't eliminate the possibility of the ARRL changing 
their other policies (such as the definition of "family" for the membership 
rate) later. But I'm a pragmatist, and I understand that not everyone 
else is - and sometimes it is better to dig in and take a stand. I have 
the impression, though, that the two sides have locked themselves into a 
deadly embrace.

The version I heard was that LARC international put in a new requirement 
for chanpters; under the new rule, at least 50 percent of the members of a 
chapter had to be members of the international. 


The San Francisco chapter had a fairly low percentage (10 percent? 20 

percent?) of international members (a much higher percentage of the members 
belonged to the ARRL). SF had three choices: force its members to join the 
international, which cost money; kick out members who didn't also belong to 


the international, which wouldn't do the local chapter any good; or drop 
out of the international. They (or rather "we", because I was at the 
meeting where the vote was taken) decided to drop out. 


Only the San Francisco chapter was affected by this new rule, which was put 
into place after SF disagreed with the international over the handling of 
the ARRL issue.

You've decided that the ARRL is guilty, and their silence confirms this for 
you. The only reason you want a statement from them is because you're hoping 
to be able to rub their nose in it. 


>'Advice of their attorneys' does not absolve anyone of responsibility. It 
>does not absolve the ARRL Board of accountability to the membership at 
>large. And the Board can, in turn, advise its attorneys of its responsibility 
>to the membership, enlisting their aid in drafting a statement of fact which 
>will not jeopardize the ‘case.’ 


You are correct in your statement that the ARRL is accountable to its members. 


But that does not mean that every action has to be disclosed when 

you ask them to. Whether or not the ARRL chooses to make a statement is 
purely between the board and their legal counsel. It is the responsibility 
of the legal counsel to control what is made public and what isn't, for the 
overall benefit of the membership. If a public statement is made, and it 
turns out to be damaging to ARRL, then the membership pays the price. The 
potential penalties are too high to risk issuing any sort of statement while 
legal action is pending; I'm sure we will all be informed of the facts in due 
time.

>Not commenting on ‘advice of counsel' is often sensible, especially when the 
>party is accountable to no one but himself, and is refusing to satisfy a 
>curious press. It is equally often the refuge of scoundrels who are trying 
>to hide their mis-behavior, and of inept or dishonest officials who are 
>attempting to delay the time when they will be called to account for 

>their actions.
